werke, Already many of the most
fmpatient and  ambitlous  hunters  have
been out, and while a few Have sucoeaded in
bagglng a few lenn pin tails, a stray mallard
or two and a Hmited number of Hutchine
Reese and speckled fronts, the majority have
met with naught but a “‘hunter’s luck.” The
old standbys, however, who alwaye keep tholr
weather oye peeled for the one chance, are
In the main contenting thempelves with thelr
preparations for forsys when the proper time
comen, Boats are to be hauled out, over-
looked and recalked: rubber bools to be
patohed, shooting duds to be mended, shells,
guns and other nccoutrements to he Inspected
and a hundred other nteresting detalls to be
attended to, all of which amounts to almost
as mueh In the way of enfoyment to the

truo sportsman as the active experlences in
the mursh,

The first ducks that come up from the
Bouth In the s=pringtime are Invarlably the
pintalls. (Anas Acuta). In the eastern stales
and even as far west aw the Ilnols river,
this duck ls called the sprig or spiketall,
but oot here he I8 known alone as the pin-
tall.  The perlod of his app=aranco depends
largaly upon the weather, and he generally
rides In on a storm of rain or snow or sleet,
and this year he came with the raln storm
we enjoyed ten days or ko ngo. Later,
when the signs of breaking weather are more
declded, he I8 to be found much in the com-
pany of the mallard, the widgeon and the
teal, although ho rarely makes o journey
with any other than his own kind. They
ara a beautiful bird, and while not us gnudy
as the mallard, eanvasback or redhead, he In
every whit as graceful, and if it wasn't for
the prevalling prejudico agalnst him as to
his table qualifications, he would be every
bit as popular with the sportsmen. The
pintail's plumage Iz #oft and mild, a har-
monious blending of greenish browns, grays
and dull yellowish lines, They moake their
seml-annual migration in Immense flocks, fly-
Ing high and with Immense velocity.,  They
are a4 great bird for open prairie lands or
vast expanses of shallow and mucky water,
and while this I true in the main, they are
also exceedingly fond of wiaters, whether
standing or swiftly flowlng, that are to be
found in the various heavily timbered dig-
tricts of the country. They are, like the
mallard, fond of acorns, and will leave the
water and march off in the wonds a mile or
more In search of this favorite and nutritious
nut.  The pintall Is the least crafty of all
the wild fowl, unless |t be the repulsive
spoonbill, decoy splendidly and are the easlest
killed of any of the duck family. In the
spring they are most always lean and ea-
daverous, owing to thelr long journey north
and their restless natures, but in the fall [
have killed them as plump and tempting as
the best fed mallard.  They can fly longer
without rest than any bird I know of, unless
it Is the wild goose and carrler pigeon,
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The mallard, canvasback, ruddy, widgeon,

Ideneye, butter ball and teal are not long
n the wanke of the pintail, and when once
these birds come in it will be but a short
walt before the others come straggling after.
The canvasback (Aythya Valllsnerin), of
course, 1 the king of the wild fowl family,
monarch of both wave and sky, He Is
larger by n pound or more than any of his
congeners, and commonly rated as the great-
est table bird In the world. It would cost
You a five dollar bill for a brolled canvasback
in John Chamberlain's famous Washington
restaurant today, and they often commuand
a8 high o price as $20 a dozen, undressed, in
the castern markets. The anclent iden that
the canvasback In all the glory of his gas-
tronomic attractiveness could only be found
along the Atlantle seaboard has long slnce
been exploded, 1 have killed them on the
Ohesupeake, in Illonls and Wiscongin, but
have yet to find them anywhere so plentiful
a8 here In Nebreska, or of any finer quality,
They are, next to the drake mallard, the
handsomest bird of all, and an old cock is
surely & thing of beauty and a joy forever.
Hin head Is elongated and sloping, of a rich
clnnnmon hue, while the body 1s compact, as
shapely as perfection (iself, and with his
ash-colored wings and  snow-white body
makes n pleture, Indeed, for the sportsman's
eyoes, The canvasback speed of wing bor-
ders on the Incredible.  He can reel off bis
hundred miles an bour and seldom drops to
a slower gait than half of this, when on even
the most unpretentions errands.  They are
quick-sighted and extremely wary, and yet
they decoy magnificently, especlally to a
large stool of counterfelta.  They are hardy
and rugged and necessarlly difficult to kill,

The redhead (Anas Ferina) s closely allled
to this king of the waters, looks like him
and acts like him, yet In construction and
every other way Is distinctly different. As
to his table qualities he ranks faverably with
the canvasback and mallard, indeed, properly
served it would require n most thorough con-
nolsseur to distingulsh any one of these birds
from the other. The redhepd, too, has a
move on him lke a bullet, and the sudden
arrival of a Nock sometimes s almost enough
to make a hilding gunner Jump into the lake,
The swish of their wings us they dart over
blind and decoys |8 something remarkuble,
The redhead |s a veritable gourmond. He
dotes on  wild celery, tender shoots and
grassed, aquatic bulbs and smartweed and
while his appetite (s insatiable he Ix lazy
and Indolent and would rather fight the
canvarback and bluebill for a part of the
barvest of thelr labors than bLunt and work
for It himsell, It Is In the spring that this
bird visits this region the most plentecusly,
1o the fall they are invarlably scarce,

The mallard (Apas Boschas) Is not only
the most familiar bird of all the wild fowl
genug, and I might add, without fear of
contradiction, the most popular among a large
majority of sportsmen, and quite deservedly
80, too, They are not us large by a pound or
two as Lthe canvashack, neither are they as
agile on the wing as either the canvasback
or the redhead. Billl they can gel on a
respectable galt when they have a business
object In view and can cleave the air with
sufficlent celerity to sult the taste of the
most fastidlous gunner. They are one of
the nondivers, excepting in very low water,
and love to Baunt the muddy shallows where
the smariweed and other cholee feed moat
abounds. They make most capitsl sport In
such places, as they can Dbe stalked
within  easy range In  their tangly
covert and  make  beautiful shooting
when Jumped. They are also great decoyers
and there s no bird shot from a blind that
can take the glorious mallard's place. There
15 one speeles of shooting these birds that is
unknown here, and that Is timber shooting,
In the oak flats along the lovely Ulinols and
Krnk kee rivers this sport is unrivaled. They
are lpordipately fond of scorns, upon which
they fatten quickly, and at the right time
the timber shooling surpasses that of any
other kind. Like the geese, they are also
partial to fleld feeding, und onee the gunner
sirikes a favorite ground of this Kind he is
certalo of a well filled bag. They are oue of
the most deligbiful table birds, and next o
the canvasback Is most sought after by the
gourmets of the fushlonable eastern restaur-
ants, Generally, particularly In the fall,
mallard shooting in this weatern country
#quals that of any reglon on Lhe globe.

Like the mallard, the green and blue-
winged timl (Anas Crecca and Anas Discorg)
fa partial to low waters and muddy ewalls,

the green-wing frequently haunts the
d, open waters, They fiy lke &0 many
aerial eprites, decoy but moderately well,

eoming Tn with a suddenness (hat frequently
disconcerte the man In the blind. They love
to Dask In the geninl sunshine, after gorging
themeelves wilthh the nutritious seods of the
shallows, and lyving well bunched wup, often
afford the Insatiate gunner a pot shot an i &
pot ahiot. In the fell of "80 an Omaha sporis-
man bageged thirty-five al a wingle shot up
in one of the numeroun holes at Honeyereek
Inka. This I8 rather a Munchausenish tale,
but slill 1t goes. The teal of elther variety
makes one of the morceaux of the game
menu, Incomparable, many think.

The widgeon, of bald pate (Anax Ameri-
cana), 18 another one of the family that pos-
kemary many of the characteristics of the
mallard, only he favors open water atid rarely
venlures within the uncertain depths of wood
or langly morags. They are nolt grégarious
to any notleeable extent and are generally
found singly or in palrs, somotimes smong
the mallards, I have seen bunches of fAfteen
of twenty, but not often, and 1 hardly think
they make thelr migratory pligrimages In
flocks of any magnitude, Neverthelese they
are grent breeders and are found plentifully
from the Atlantle to the Pacific. Like the
gprig, they frequent the open prairle in sea-
sons of overflow, but are always wary and
on the alert. They partake of the redhend’s
thleving nature, and are a source of inces=ant
annoyance to both the canvasback and Blue-
bill f'or the table hie is not half bad. He
has a good appetite always and s seliom
met ot of frst elass condition. In some lo-
calliles they are consldersd as much of a
dellcany an redhead or maliard, although on
aceount of thelr unostentations plumage thelr
market rating I always considerably below
these birds,

The bluebill 1s another numerous member
of the family. He has miny names, Here
he 15 known by the name above, on the flats
at St Clalr az the broadbill and In the enst as
the s=eatp or blackjack. They are
omiverous, the feed of the canvasback, mal-
lard, teal, pintall or merganzer satisfying
them equally well. Snalle and aquatic larvae,
griss bulbs, seeds, mosses, wild celery or
corn or acorng, it little matters just so there
is enough of It.  1n hablt they are much like
the canvasbick and are famous divers,
Tough ns pine knots and harndy as
Arctle wolves, they love boisterous and
stormy weather, Swift flyers and much on
the move, they furnish excecdingly rare sport
when plentiful, They decoy charmingly and
for table usage are nearly up to the standard
of teal or mallard.

There are scored of other ducks vielt our
Nebraskan waters, and geese and crane and
swan, too, but the ones above briefly touched
upon are of the best known and most com-
mon, At another time I may treat upon the
rarer class of birdas, those which are tb be
met with here, but with nothing like the fre-
quency of those already described,

Sam Richmond, the well known Clarks
sporteman and goose killer, writes me that
his camp on the Platte I8 now at the disposal
of the hunters. He reports the geese and
ducks coming In at a lively rate during the
past few days and predicts splendid river
shooling.

8. B. Raynard, a popular and well known
gportsman of Grand Island, has just put one
of the best decoys on the market ever manu-
factured. They are made of waterproof paper
and are very light and easy to transport.
The heads of the birds are wooden and fit
in the neck, and, running through, form a
support, The birds are reversible; that iIs, a
Canada goose on one slde and a white goose
on the other, and elther can be used at
pleasure, They are well painted and are un-
doubtedly a splendid decoy.

Sanford K. Brown of Jackson, this state,
and indisputably one of the greatest field
shots In the country, was In the clty yester-
day, Fe states that there were more quall
frozen In the northern part of this state this
winter than has been destroyed In this way
during the past five years. Whole covies
were found huddled together and frozen hard
as rocks. En passant, while shooting last
fall, Mr, Sanford killed an albino quall, which
he had the Gilbert Bros. mount, and of
which he Is very proud, as it Is the only
white quail he has ever met with In his
long career as an ardent sportsman.

Material Improvements will be made at the
shooting grounds of the Bemis Park and
Omuaha Gun clubs this spring. These grounds,
n# is generally Known among the lovers of
the trap, are convenlently and pleasantly
located on the lown slde of the river, some
300 or 400 yards from the end of the big
bridge. These grounds are probably the best
and most accessible, everything considered,
that the gun clubs could secure, but they
have always had one drawback, and that ls
the meager nccommodations for spectators.
At the recent matches between J. C. Head
and J. J., Hardin and George Nicolal, and
the Omaha and Council Bluffs team shoot,
there were fully 1,000 people assembled there
to witness the sport. Out of this 1,000, how-
ever, possibly a score of two found seats or
even an advantageous position from which
to watch the battles of the hammerless, while
the whole crowd, Including the econ-
testants, were subjected to more or
less danger from the reckless scalpers
who nlways surround the boundary
ling on the oceeaslon of a live bird shoot,
Luckily, so far, there have been no acel-
dents from this gource, and the club man-
agements have resolved that there shall be
none, The club house Is to be materially
enlarged, with a plule glass front occupying
tho enstern end and facing the range, afford-
Ing members an opportunity to view the con-
tests with ease and comfort on days of In-
clement weather, The shooting grounds
themselves are to be ploughgd, rolled and
packed, and a floering put down half way
to the traps In the live bird department, the
eame a8 now exists on the target area, and
around the whole grounds a tight board
fence Is to be erected just beyond the
boundary lines. This will afford the man-
agements a source of revenue, as a small
udmission fea will be charged to all outsiders
on the occasion of speclal or regular shoots.
This move I8 not made, however, with any
mercenary view, but simply to exclude Lthe
pestiferous scalper and objectlonable char-
nclers who are sometimes attracted thither
by such evenls,

Reports come In from Cody that there is
a man up there who ls golng to nmuke the
chicken and grouse hard to find this sea-
son, If he I8 not sat down upon. He came
into Cody the other evening with six dozen
grouse, and was hunting & market for them.
Hero |8 a good subject for the Omala gun
clubs to make an example of, My in-
formunt writes that he thinks this law-
breaker shipped his game to Omaha. An
attempt was made (o learn his name, bul
It was unsuccessful, but it was learned that
he would be bick the latter part of this
week with another batch of birds, and if he
Is, & determined effort to bring him to time
will be made.

The new game bill, which passed
senate last weck, was but slightly amended
or changed, To section 1, forbidding the
killing or trapping of Insectivorous birds at
any time was appended “e¢xcept for scien-
tfle purposes.’

Sectlon 2 was amended by adding, “and It
shall be further provided that it shall be un-
lawful to kill wild quail for a period of
three years from the 1st day of Oclober,
1890 A wise amendment,

To section 7, with reference to dlsturbing
wild fowl eggs, was added, “except for gclen-
tifle purposes.”

Bection 8, proteciing squirrels, was made
to include all timber epecies of this kind.

Bectlon 11, providing for a close season
for furbeariug animals, was expunged en-
tirely.

Su:'llun 12, devoted to the protection of
fish, and which reads, “It shall be unlawful
for any person in the state of Nebraska to
fnjure or harm any fish n any public waters
in the state, or in the Miggourl river along
the boundaries of this state,’ was changed
by striking out “or In the Missourl river
along the boundaries of this state.” It also
changed the fish clause, copfining the mode
of catching flsh to line and rod, to include
spearing, apd dams for Irrigating purposes
alone may be maintained,

That the Joeal sensoh
15 bound o be a great one there
is but little doubt. Already the
Koonest Interest 1s manifeat and nothing
but pralse s heard from those who =upport
the game for the management for  the
energy and diseretion they have used In
seouring the team. Without a doubt it s
stronger In every way than the team of
1804, and s made up of a clags of players,
as a whole, vastly superior other ways than
in playing strength to the outfit which
fought, bled and died for the Gate City last
year, and while Managers MeVittie and
Rowe are making no rash clalms of thelr
eapabllities for capturlhg the pennant, they
da nssert that they will have a much better
position when autumn rolls around than that
achleved by the late lamented Itourke fam-
ily. While it I8 incontrovertible that Omnha
Is better and faster than she was last sea-
son, the same declaration holds good with
the entire assoclation. Every team evinces
‘additional strength, and the supposition Is
that the patrons of the game all along the
line are to be treated to another rattling
good season of the national game.

The geazon will open up, to all appear-
ances, with the most flattering prospects of
success, Sxperienced and capable mana-
gors are at the head of each feam, and a
repetition of last year's thrilling and brilllant
chase for the coveled flag may be coufi-
dently looked for. While better and more
selentific work will doubtless mark the play-
{ng of the varlous teams this year, one thing
i certaln, and that s no eloser or more
exelting race than that which has made
last season memorable need be expected.
The race of 1894 was without a parallel in
the history of the great sport in a big or
little league, With the single exception of
the misfit Yellow Boys of Quiney, every
team In the association had a chance to win
the pennant up to the last week of the
contest, and every team had been, at one
time or another, at the top of the heap. It
wis a coptinuous vacillation from first to
lust, ag for months the winning or losing
of two or three sucgcessive games would ad-
vance the tallenders to the leaders' position
or viece versa, particularly versa. St. Joe
ot the pace at the opening of the strugsle
and maintained it just long envugh to glve
the other cities a robust scare, then she
took & tumble, and Lincoln, Jacksonville and
Omaha Juggled first place for a few weeks
between them. During the latter half
Rock Island began to demonstrate nlarming
power, and near the end she gained the
front rank, and though sorely pushed, she
maintained it to the end. Instead of golng
to pleces in the middle of the season, every
club  was kept intact throughout, and
every colub, with two exceptions, quit
the season with a balance on the right
side of the-ledger. This year's elreult In-
cludes all the old cities excepting Rock Is-
land, who was ousted for unfathomable rea-
sons to make room for Rocklord. How-
ever, it Is hoped that It Is all for the best,
and that the pessimists will all be forced
up on the hind seats before the dog days
reach us, With econservative and careful
mantgement, an unswerving adherence fto
the salary limit, o strict enforcement of all
the rules of the assoclation, and with the
game good ball playing, even a more suc-
cessful season than the last one may be
befure us.

ROSE OUT OF TRAIN'S ANGER

(Ganesis of the Cossans Honse Now Convertad
Into a Theologioal S8eminary,

—

PRESTIGE IT HELD IN FORMER DAYS

Some Facts Aboul the Early lotels of
Omaha, Many of Which Have Totally
Disappenred —=The Reglonings of the
Present Metropolitan Hostelries,

The recently consummated traneacilon hy
which the old Coxgens property at Ninth and
Hartiey strects | phesed to the mors serions
uses of a theologlonl seminary recalls the
chaln of Interesting Incldents which make
the history of that time-worn landmark,
While ita present condition affords no indl-
eatlon of the more palatial adornments of I8
cariler days there are still many old eltizens
who readily recall the time when It wae Lhe
pride of Omaha, and one of the most luxurl-
ous hostelries In the then undeveloped west
Although the passage of three decades
left its imprint and ts proportions
shrink iInto Ihslgnificance beslde the maore
elaborate establishments which have sue-
ceeded It In popular favor, yot the time was
noL g0 very long apo when it stogd without
o rival and every visitor to the growing city
wis expected to view [t with unrestrained
admiration. Bome of the most distingulshed
names of n quarter of a century ago have
been Inseribed upon Its faded register, and
the most lavish banguets and festal ocea-
sions of the early Omaha had a place benvith
Ite roof. With a new generation and a new
Omaha, It bas long ngo dropped from public
view, but as it passes forever Leyond (s
original  purposes, s history may be re-
viewed with a degree of Interest,

It 18 a familiar story that tle Cozzens
hotel had its "beginning In one of the char-
acteristiec eccrentricities of Goeorge Franocls
Train. This was In the spring of 1867, when
Traln was In the zenith of s vislonary
achlevements, and wos engaged In pushiing
lis greatest enterprise in connection with
the planting of the Unlon Pacifle raflroad.
At that time the structure now occupled as
n headquarters by the Unlon Pacific company
was known as the Herndon house, which was
the leading hotel in Omaha, Train was stop-
ping at the house, with n number of other
celebrities, and one day at dinner his seat
was a target of a draft of the raw spring
wind thaot entered the dinlng room through
a Ubroken window. He complalned to the
landlord without obtaining satlsfaction, and
finally hired a walter to stand between him
and the window while he finished his repast.
Ifor this unusual sorvice the darkey received
10 cents o minute, and Train left the hotel
in high dudgeon. )

HOW HE GOT EVEN.

Right then he determined to get even
with the unaccommodating landlord, and be-
fore night he had taken the preliminary
steps toward carrying out his design, He
went to John W. Clarke, who wuas the
father-in-law of Lyman Richardson, and con-
tracted for the purchase of the lots at Ninth
and Harney streets. At 7 o'clock the next
morning he had a force of men at work on
the excavatlon, and Dbefore night he had
let the contract for the constructlon of a
seventy-room hotel on the site, which was
to be completed In sixty days. The con-
tract was carried out to the Jetter, and In
that time Traln was the owner of a $40,000
hotel, with which he proposed to make it
Interesting for the rival establishment.

Mayor BDemis was then Traln's sccretnry
and associate, and was stopping at the Clar-
endon house In New York OCity. While
there he met the Cozzens brothers, who were
then running hotels at West Point and other
cltles, and Interested them In the Omaha es-
tablishment, One of them came on o
Omaha, and made a contract with Train to
tuke the new hotel at $10.500 a year. Thus
the Cozzens house adquired Its name and
lundlord. Cozzens ran the house for nearly
a year, during which It became the leading
hotel of the city, while the Herndon house
was unable to pay expenses, and was finally
closed, Then Corzens”went away, leaving a
number of unpald bills as souvenirs of lils
sofourn, and Philo Rumsey ecame from Ft,
Wayne, Ind., and took the house at a ren-
tal of $5,000 a year. He remalned In pos-
gesslon for about three years, after which
Traln disposed of n one-half interest to Seth
W. Hale of New York. It was afterward
sold to Joseph D. Iler and James G. Chaye-
man, from whom it passed into the hands of
Dr. McMenamy, who held It until hig death
n few years ago.

1t was only during the first flve years of
its exlstence that the Cozzens house enjoyed
its position as the leading hotel of the city.
After that other and newer establishments
came in, and It gradually fell to the level of
a cheap lodging house, aftor which it was
converted into a medical institute,

SOME OF ITS PREDECESSORS,

While the Cozzens house s the most cele
brated of the early hotels of Omaha, It was
far from being the first to make pretenslons
to metropalitan service,  8S8everal very sub-
stantlal structures accommodated the tran-
sient guests of the more than a decade be-
foreé Train came on the scene, and some of
thiege have probably been forgolten, even by
the old settlers who were in Omaha In its in-
fanecy.

The first Omaha hotel was the 81, Nicholas,
which was located at the corner of Twellth
and Jackson streets. It was a small frame
building, and ycars ngo the last traece of ita
oxistence disappeared, The same fate has
overtaken the City hotel, a small frame strue-
ture, which was erected on the southwest
corner of Eleventh and Harney strects In
864,

The Douglag house was bullt In the fol-
lowing year, and for several years it posed
as the leading house of the elty. It was a
two-story frame bullding, at the southwest
corner of Harney and Thirteenth streets,
The Farnam house was bullt on the north
side of Harney street, between Thirteenth and
Fourteenth, in 1868, and St. John Goodrich,
father of the late C. 8. Goodrlch, wan one
of s first proprietors, The Tremont wos
bullt on Douglas street, just west of Thir-
teenth, In 1866, and was run until 1866 by
William F. Bweezy and Aaron Hoot. The
Unlon hotel, bullt in 1860, at Fifteenth and
Dodge streets, and the Pacific house, which
was bullt slx years after, by David T, Mount,

six years after. The other Omahba  hotels
have mostly been construeted within the past
